He said the funds are available in the electric fund balance 
In other business the council at their regular 7:30 p.m session will: 
— Hold a second reading of an ordinance allowing the city council to set by 
resolution the permit fees for solicitors, taxicab drivers, cabaret, dancing 
academy and skating rinks. The ordinance calls for a one-time fee of $10 for all 
of the above permits except the taxicab permit which calls for a $5 annual 
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— Decide whether to allow the fire department to demolish by burning the 
Dixie Court buildings at 820 East Ocean Ave. The fire department is asking to 
burn the buildings the weekend of Oct. 25-26 as a fire training exercise 
— Consider alternatives for paying for police services at the 1975 football 
games of both Lompoc and Cabrillo High Schools. The Santa Barbara Sheriff's 
Department can no longer provide police services for the Cabrillo games as in 
the past. 
The Lompoc police department and the Lompoc Unified School District have 
reached a tentative agreement, subject to the council’s approval, to share the 
$2,000 annual cost of these police services. 
— Consider an ordinance calling for waste containers and litter control at so- 
called fast-food establishments in the city. 
— Decide whether to approve awarding the bid for a back-hoe at a cost of 
$15,999.64 to Ryan Equipment of Santa Maria. 
CHP, fire officials 
await further moves

The County Fire Department and 
California Highway Patrol were in a 
wait and see stance today in the wake of 
charges arising from the response of 
firefighters to accident scenes. 


Northern Division Chief Richard L. 
Minor said Sunday that he was standing 
by statements he made Friday in which 
he said the failure of the CHP to call the 
fire department promptly posed a threat 
to life. At the same time, however, he 
said he wanted to broaden the statement 
to include the general public. He said the 
CHP was not solely to blame and that 
new directives posed the possibility of 
ironing out friction that has developed 
between the two emergency service 
agencies. Minor said he hoped the public 
would also respond by making calls when 
there was danger of fire. 


County administrative officer Ray' 
Jphnson confirmed that he had issued an 
order to county fire units instructing 
them not to respond to an accident scene 
unless the CHP called them in. “ The 
complaint,” he said referring to CHP 
representations two weeks ago, “ was 
that the fire department was going to the 
scene of an accident with too much 
equipment before it was determined that 
they were needed.” 


Johnson said.“ I think that the CHP will 
call the fire department if needed.” That 
was a reference to an understanding 
reaffirmed last week that the CHP will 
call the fire department immediately if 
needed, and that they’ll also call the fire 
department if it appears that the 
firefighters can get to the scene of an ac­ 
cident before CHP units. 
Minor said county fire officials and the 
CHP were carefully monitoring the 
situation. “ The thing I want is the best 
thing for the people,” he said. "W e re 
both doing our utmost to cooperate to 
make the roads safer.” 
When Johnson was asked if the county 
fire officials had documented specific 
accidents where they contend that 
danger to life and limb existed because 
of friction, he said he “ had no wish to 
relive the past.” 
Minor told this reporter last week that 
his department had documented specific 
accidents, dates, times and locations. 
Today Minor said he would have to 
have the approval of his superiors before 
he released the list. 
In a statement issued last week, CHP 
Lt. Richard Dzamba said his department 
had the primary responsibility of in­ 
vestigating accidents and for care of in­ 
jury victims. He said his officers are to 
cali an ambulance if needed and the fire 
department if there is a fire potential. 


City Council to air new 
ordinance for ambulances

Changes in the city’s ambulance or­ 
dinance which will limit and control the 
number of ambulance operator licenses 
will be considered tomorrow by the Lom­ 
poc City Council. 


The regular council session which is 
open to the public will begin at 7:30 p.m. 
in the council chambers at City Hall, 119 
West Walnut Ave. 


The new draft of the ambulance or­ 
dinance says that the council must issue 
a ‘‘Finding of Public Convenience and 
Necessity” before an ambulance license 
is issued. The council must investigate 
the applicant, the current ambulance 
service and hold a public hearing before 
the public convenience finding is made 
and the license issued. 


No such finding of convenience is 
necessary at present in Lompoc before 
obtaining 
an 
ambulance 
operator 
license. Communitv Ambulance Service, 


the city’s only ambulance service, will 
not be affected by the new ordinance. 
The new ordinance also allows the 
council to set the ambulance service fees 
by council resolution rather than by 
changing the ordinance as the council 
must now do. 
Alan Davidson, city attorney, said the 
fee schedule in the new ordinance is the 
same as Community Ambulance Service 
has been charging and is comparable to 
the rates of ambulance services in sur­ 
rounding communities. 
The base rate of Community Am­ 
bulance Service is $40 plus $2 a mile and 
the fee for a sit-up patient is $20 plus $1 a 
mile. Such items as oxygen, night rate, 
waiting time, etc., are extra.

Ford will decide today whether to extend 
the tax cut enacted earlier this year and 
whether to make it permanent, his chief 
spokesman said. 
All indications were Ford was ready to 
announce his decision to support an ex­ 
tension. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford had spent most of the 
weekend meeting with economic ad­ 
visers on the tax matter and also would 
hold extensive discussions later today 
before reaching a final decision It was 
expected the decision would be made 
known late today or Tuesday. 
In other developments, Nessen strong­ 
ly indicated Ford will take part before 
year’s end in summit with European 
heads of state on monetary matters. 
He said that talks were in the ex­ 
ploratory stage for a summit which 
would be held in Paris “ but I have 
nothing to announce today.” 
Ford will hit the road again Tuesday, 
traveling to Knoxville, Tenn., for an in­ 
terview with four local TV anchormen 
and two reporters from Knoxville new­ 
spapers; an appearance at White House 
conference on domestic policy where he 
will take questions from the delegates; 
and a late afternoon session from most 
of the governors from the Appalachian 
states to discuss coal, oil and natural gas 
policy.

constitutes a grave danger fo human 
life.” 
Police Chief Joseph McNamara said 
the police force was organizing to fight 
arson He said many of fires were set by 
criminals, “ not random acts, but well 
planned arsons, committed by persons 
knowledgeable about fires

Justice William O Douglas, looking 
alert despite the aftereffects of a stroke, 
was rolled In a wheelchair by court 
police to his seat on the bench 
The justices spent last week deciding 
which appeals they will set for oral argu­ 
ment ami written opinion In past years, 
the justices combed through the backlog 
of cases after the formal opening 
The Court agreed to examine the 1974 
election reform act. which provides 
public financing of presidential elections 
and limits amounts contributors may 
give and candidates may spend 
The Court scheduled four hours for 
oral arguments, but did not set a date. 
The justices also decided to review 
Missouri’s 1974 abortion law. a complex 
statute which requires the husband's 
consent and, in some instances, approv­ 
al by the woman s parents 
The Court will hear the case and 
decide it by written opinion 
Among several issues facing the court 
A test of the new federal election 
law that limits contributions and expen 
ditures of candidates for political office

Simultaneously, an estimated 50 to 60

regiment base north of Formosa while a 
third rebel group occupied the airport 
south of the citv 


Soldiers of the infantry regiment 
repulsed the rebels in a bloody battle 
that left bodies strewn across the base 
The guerrillas retreated into the woods, 
pursued by soldiers, police and border

Burmah oil plan attacked 


Burmah Oil's plan to build 
new facilities at Dos Pueblos 
Ranch was attacked from all 
sides late last week at an open 
hearing of the Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality. 
The 
most 
serious 
attack 
came from the Air Pollution 
Control 
District 
which 
threatened to deny the company 
a construction permit if the 
tankers that visit the facility 
are to use fuel oil containing 
two per cent sulfur. 
Air pollution engineer Robert 
Riddell said closer to .5 per 
cent sulfur was required for 
fuel oil. The APCD has jurisdic­ 
tion for moored vessels in the 
ocean out to the county's three- 
mile limit 
The 
APCD also 
strongly 
recommended that systems to 
recover hydrocarbon emissions 
while loading tankers be re­ 
quired It noted that a major 
reduction in hydrocarbons — up 
to 95 per cent — was required to 
achieve air quality standards. 
But Burmah attorney Stan 
Abbott countered that tankers 
are presently using fuel oil with 
two per cent sulfur without be­ 
ing prosecuted 
Furthermore, Abbott argued, 
the amount of pollution made 
by Burmah depends on the 
amount of its production, not 
where its plant is. Because of 


modern equipment used at a 
new plant, he said, there would 
be less pollution for the same 
amount of production 
Burmah 
stores 
the 
oil 
recovered from Arco s Plat­ 
form Holly of Coal Oil Point. 
From its present facilities near 
Ellwood, it loads about 8,000 
barrels of oil a day onto tankers 
that are moored off the coast 
Now. however. Arco plans to 
drill 17 new wells on Holly and 
may produce as much as 20.000 
barrels a day 
Abbott insists that the present 
plant could handle the increase 
in production, but it would be 
costly. The facilities are 40 
years old. he said, and the oil 
company decided it would be 
cheaper in the long run just to 
build a new plant. Thus the 
proposal 
to 
move 
to 
Dos 
Pueblos, about 15 miles west of 
Santa Barbara and four miles 
from Holly. 
The location of the plant, 
however, gives rise to another 
criticism. At the new location, 
tankers would be moored just 
one-half mile from Ellwood 
Pier which the county plans to 
make into a recreation area 
housing MaricultUre Founda­ 
tion facilities. 
It is also close to Naples 
Reef, an area rich in marine 
life and a hazard to navigation.

The U S delegation, led by 
Undersecretary of State for 
Economic Affairs Charles A 
Robinson, last week met five 
times with Soviet officials 
There was no indication how 
much longer the negotiations 
would last 
The delegation is trying to put 
Soviet grain purchases on a 
more stable long-term basis to 
avoid price disruptions on the 
American market 
Vladimir 
V 
Shcherbitsky, 
first secretary of the Ukraine 
Communist 
party, 
indicated 
recently the harvest in his 
region 
may 
be 
cut 
by a 
third from the 49 million tons 
targeted for 1975 
From the figures he gave, it 
also 
appear«! 
the 
harvest 
would be down 20 per cent from 
the annual average for the cur­ 
rent five-year plan ending this 
year 
In a speech abstracted by the

Shcherbitsky said the average 
annual grain production of the

Tax panel faces decision 


WASHINGTON

After several weeks of writing 
a major tax bill, the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
has reached the point where it 
must decide such things as 
whether the 1975 income tax 
reductions should be extended 
into 1976. 
The 
committee’s 
answer: 
Yes, certainly, although it is un­ 
certain whether they will be ex­ 
panded 
Even if the voluminous tax 
bill becomes bogged down in 
the House or Senate — more 
likely in the Senate - a way 
will be found to extend these 
tax cuts. 
But that’s one of the easy 
answers, the others come a lit­ 
tle harder — but eventually 
they 
will 
all 
affect every 
American. 
The committee’s 37 members 
hope to finish the first draft of 
the new tax bill by Thursday 
After a week’s recess, they go 
over it again Oct. 21-22, then 
send it to the House floor. 
The committee already has 
made several decisions affect­ 
ing individuals, none of them of 
the sweeping nature of this 


week's schedule, except for one 
— an extension of child-care ex­ 
pense deductions to almost 
everyone who pays a baby sitter 
or day care center in order to 
go to work. 
It will be harder to find 


answers in areas having a long- 
range effect on everyone's 
financial future. 
For example, the committee 
is to debate proposals Tuesday 
under the title, “ Simplification 
of the Tax Return.”

LOS ANGELES (U PII - The 
district attorney's office has 
prepared a court petition that 
could cause Patty Hearst to be 
arraigned here next Friday 
with two other Symbionese 
Liberation Army suspects. 
Miss Hearst and Bill and 
Emily Harris were indicted by 
the county grand jury last week 
on 11 counts involving a three- 
day crime spree in May of 1974. 
several days before six SLA 
members were killed in a 
shootout and fire in South Los 
Angeles. 
Authorities have prepared a 
petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus ad prosequendum to be 
served on the U.S Marshal’s of­ 
fice in San Francisco, asking 
marshals “ to produce Miss 


Hearst for prosecution in Los 
Angeles." 
A spokesman for the U.S at­ 
torney’s office in San Fran­ 
cisco said the writ could be 
served today or Tuesday 
If so. officials said, Miss 
Hearst might be transported 
from the San Mateo County Jail 
to be arraigned here with the 
Harrises next Friday morning 
After that she might stay in 
Los Angeles to face trial on the 
state charges, or might return 
to the San Francisco Bay Area 
for trial on federal charges 
filed against the former kidnap 
victim there. 
Deputy 
District 
Attorney 
Samuel Mayerson. the chief 
prosecutor of the Hearst-Harris 
case here, declined to comment- 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
CIA tried several times to as­ 
sassinate Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro, Sen. Frank Church said 
Church. D-Idaho. chairman of 
the 
Senate 
Intelligence 
Committee investigating the 
CIA. said Sunday the plots and 
attempts spanned at least 15 
years, although he said there 
was no evidence any American 
president was aware of them. 
CIA Director William Colby 
also appeared to acknowledge 
the attempts — although in­ 
directly — in an interview Sun­ 
day on CBS’ Face the Nation. 
Colby was asked about assas­ 
sination attempts. He said in 
1973 he ordered the CIA to have 
nothing to do with assassina­ 
tions and he added he did not 
think it good to carry on a 
public discussion about them, 
partly because “ some of the 
facts of these things ... are very 
murky as to who was part of it 
and who — where the approval 
and how detailed the approval 
was.” 


By referring to the details of 
the approval, Colby appeared to 
be conceding the event. 
Church was more blunt 


“ Yes,” he said on ABC News’ 
Issues and Answers program 
when asked "did former CIA 
director Richard Helms con­ 
firm in secret testimony before 
your committee that the CIA at­ 
tempted to assassinate Fidel 
Castro...?” 


Church said his committee’s 
investigation turned up things 
“ clearly illegal” and said “ yes. 
indeed.” criminal prosecution 
might be warranted, such as in 
the opening of mail. But he said 
it was not certain if any plots or 
attempts against the lives of 
foreign leaders violated federal 
law — and his committee would 
recommend legislation to make 
them illegal

The total loss due to fire in 1973 was an 
estimated $3,001.000.000 in the U SA 
and $254 million in Canada 
Now for some tips that could save your 
life 
Be sure your cigarette is out 
Matches, too And never leave matches 
and lighters within the reach of children 
— Don t run cords under rugs or over 
radiators where they may get damaged 
And replace a cord if it is frayed 
— Never leave small children alone 
in the house Not even for a few minutes. 
Have your wiring and electrical in­ 
stallations done by a professional 
Store oily rags and paints in a cool 
place in tightiv sealed metal containers 
Never use flammable liquids for 
dry-cleaning indoors 
Never smoke in bed 
— Have a fire drill in your home to be 
sure everyone knows what to do in case 
of fire.

W ASH ING TO N, D C. (Special) 
A series of rare coincidences has 
led to the historic discovery of sev­ 
eral thousand sets of full color an­ 
tique art prints that were “ lost 
since 1937.” They are now being 
offered to the American public. 


ELEANOR ROOSEVELT 
Back in 1937, immediately fol­ 
lowing the depression years, Mrs.

“ If we are together, we will 
win the presidency,” Jackson 
said “ If we are not, we don’t 
stand a chance.

He was one of four potential 
presidential candidates sche­ 
duled to speak to the conven­ 
tion today. The others were 
Sens. Hubert Humphrey, Birch 
Bayh and Lloyd Bentsen 
Jackson made a strong pitch 
to win labor’s support for 
himself Sunday night at a lavish 
cocktail party sponsored by five 
union 
leaders, 
principally 
President Thomas Gleason of 
the

shoremen’s union 
All of the AFL-CIO leaders 
who attended the party re­ 
ceived phony “ 76“ dollar bills 
with Jackson’s picture em­ 
bossed in the center over a sl­ 
ogan that read “ Jackson means 
jobs.”

Maybe those bus trips are tougher on 
the coaches than on the players. Certain­ 
ly Friday's 3l 2-hour ride to Serra High in 
Gardena had little noticeable effect on 
the Cabrillo Conquistadores 
Wayne Brown proved that immediate­ 
ly when he took the game-opening Serra 
kickoff and busted back up the middle, 
untouched, for a 90-yard touchdown It 
was a Cabrillo kickoff return record (old 
record 75 yards by Morris Henson, 67).

have had full public examina­ 
tion and discussion. Perhaps 
Benjamin Franklin expressed 
it best with these words: 
‘“Tis my belief...that when 
men differ in opinion, both 
sides ought equally to have the 
advantage of being heard in 
public. When the truth and 
error have fair play — truth is 
always an overmatch.” 


During 
this 
bicentennial 
year, it will be well for all of 
us to remember that the free 
discussion of public business is 
the pre-requisite of liberty. We 
must keep in mind that any 
limitation placed on the right 
of free expression of any 
person or group, no matter 
how repugnant their cause 
may be, is an infringement on 
the rights of all of us. 


Freedom of speech and of 
the press have made us a free 
people. May we, as a nation, 
have the wisdom to recognize 
and perpetuate that truth.

PAYROLL PROBE: The FBI is in­ 
vestigating allegations that former Rep. 
Joseph M araziti, R-N.J., misused his 
congressional payroll. 
He denied that he had carried "no 
show” aides on the public payroll or that 
they had kicked back any part of their 
federal pay to him in the form of cam ­ 
paign contributions. 
Under questioning. Marazaiti admitted 
that form er aide Andy Tirpok had con­ 
tributed to his campaign. Tirpok also 
served as a local Republican county 
chairman in M araziti’s district. 
The FBI also has evidence that other 
staff m em bers contributed to M araziti’s 
campaign The donations themselves are 
not illegal unless it was a kickback ar­ 
rangement. 
Maraziti played fast and loose with the 
public payroll 
He paid his district 
secretary. Elizabeth LePree, more than 
$32,000 over two years. Yet she worked 
at a desk not in M araziti’s congressional 
office but in his private law firm. 
Maraziti insists, nevertheless, that she 
did congressional work. 
The 
bald. 
conservative 
ex- 
Congressman also kept an attractive 
divorcee. Ann Leclerc, on his payroll at a 
$19,000 salary She did virtually no con­ 
gressional work but served in M araziti’s 
real estate office in Washington. 


WASHINGTON — The long arm of the 
federal government, reaching out to fix 
the pattern of life in communities 
throughout the nation, takes on forms 
that, however welt-meant, tend to dis­ 
rupt and dislocate at the cost of com­ 
munity pease and harmony. The arm in 
this striking example, 
as so often in the past, 
is the Department of 
Health. Education and 
Welfare 
Congress 
in 
its 
wisdom 
adopted the 
Emergency School As­ 
sistance 
Act 
to 
provide 
help for 
schools 
around the 
country. Under an in­ 
terpretation of the act 
by HEW. the barrier 
in the law against dis­ 
crimination has been taken to include the 
right to determine the proper balance 
between whites and blacks in school 
faculties. In other words, on the basis of 
a computer printout of the status of 
teach assignments, officials at HEW 
decide whether a particular school dis­ 
trict will or will not get the assistance. 
Other than the wisdom of the almighty 
computer, HEW 
in Washington can 
know little or nothing about actual con­ 
ditions in a particular school. 
The way HEW’s fiat has worked in 
Buffalo shows the folly of arbitrary 
dictation from afar. The city is about 22 
per cent black, public school enrollment

With gasoline prices going up and up 
we would ordinarily not be on the side of 
the oil industry. It appears that they can 
give more reasons for the price going up 
than the kid who steals from the cookie 
jar. 
But we were interested this week in a 
Wall Street Journal article that told of 
the problems oil firms 
have with government 
agencies in supply in­ 
formation to the agen­ 
cies. 
According 
to 
the 
Journal, 
the 
moun­ 
tains of information 
the 
government 
requires from the oil 
industry is costing the 
20 largest companies 
— and ultimately, of 
course, the consumer 
— about $60 million a 
year. At an average cost of $100,000, that 
is enough to drill 600 oil wells. 
Standard Oil of Indiana, for example, 
has 636 miles of computer tape storing 
the information it has had to supply to 
just one government agency, the Federal 
Energy Administration. It gives the FEA 
about 225,000 pages of data a year on its 
various operations. Phone calls to the 
capital have soared to 27,000 a year from 
only 1.300 five years ago, and employes 
take more than 600 trips a year to 
Washington 
All the other companies complain 
about the money and manpower they are 
pouring into paperwork. Exxon last year 
submitted a one-shot report to the FEA 
of 
475,000 
pages, 
which 
took 
100 
employes two months to prepare. 
Union Oil says regulatory require­ 
ments cost it about $3 million a year 
Shell Oil has 250 employes working part- 
time on government regulation chores 
and says that even if the FEA closed up 
today 
(which 
would 
put 
3.200 
bureaucrats on welfare), it would still 
have to file 389 reports with 44 other 
agencies, ranging in frequency from 
once a week to once a year and providing 
figures on exploration and production, 
marketing, 
sales, 
profits and other 
aspects of its business 
Yet the most highly guarded secret 
in America is the truth about the nation's 
oil and gas production and the extent of 
known or potential reserves, charges 
Rep. Charles A Vanik of Ohio. Congress 
really doesn’t know how much oil and 
gas is in the ground waiting to come out 
when the price is right, he says. 
Well, if the government really is that 
much in the dark about the situation, it 
can't be for want of cards of its own 


20 per cent of the principals, 17, are 
black No schools, not even those with 90 
to 100 per cent black enrollment, have a 
m ajority of black faculty, but some have 
up to 30 to 40 per cent black teachers.

It was not surprising therefore that the 
school board by a unanimous decision 
refused the $1.5 million of federal aid so 
badly needed for special integration 
programs. 
The elected board is well balanced 
racially, three black and six white, with 
a black chairman who was herself 
elected on an at-large citywide ballot.
